may have irked some original sup- 
porters who remember when 
Latitude and its society of artists 
formed as a direct reaction to the 
stuffy, conservative, artist-hostile 
attitudes of the 1970s EAG.

He left his Riverdale 
home at 7:20 a.m., headed west 
along Stony Plain Road then south 
on 170 Street then east on 
Whitemud Drive. The course took 
Gomberg into the congested 
Belgravia Road/114 Street area at 
about 8:30 a.m. 

“We were there between 8:30 
and 8:40 a.m. which, I've been told, 
is the worst time. And what it 
meant was we had to wait for two 
or three signals (to get through the 
intersection),” he said. 

But Gomberg says it wasn’t so 
bad. There was “virtually no con- 
gestion” in the area, though it did 
take a while to get through. 

“Undoubtedly some people are 
in a big hurry and maybe they have 
been driving that route for years 
and remember when there was 
less congestion.” 

Gomberg also steered the 
Innocenti down 75 Street, where 
residents have been angrily 
protesting plans to widen the road. 
A major transportation study has 


recommended turning the fc 
lane road, which connects to the 
Capilano Freeway, into a six-lane 
corridor. The plan would involve 
tearing down homes in the neigh- 
borhood to widen the street. 

“I wanted a behind-the-wind- 
shield view of 75 Street,” he 
explained. “It is a key issue and my 
perspective has always been that it 
is important to keep the integrity 
of our neighborhoods as much as 
we can. I don’t support knocking 
down houses and building roads.” 

The report has been tabled by 
city council and its recommenda- 
tions won't be dealt with until 
after this fall’s municipal elections. 
But residents living along 75 Street 
have been vocal in their opposition 
to the scheme. Opponents have 
suggested a widened roadway 
would eliminate bypass traffic and 
bring even more heavy traffic 
through the heart of the city. 

“I guess some people want to be 
able to drive from A to B without 
having to stop. And on the other 
hand we have neighborhoods 
fighting for their lives. My belief is 
the older parts of the city have to 
be protected and made livable; a 
livable city is one (in which) you

Artshab, a non-profit society, is asking artists to 


visit a 12,000-square-foot building 
on 106 Street and 102 Avenue (the 
old House of Lights building) to 
help the group come up with floor 
plans for the structure. 

“We have found a space and 
now we are trying to find out if we 
can make it work and let it be 
affordable and appropriate for the 
user,” said Artshab executive 
director Karen Ball 

The group is asking artists to 
make requests for space “so we 
can start talking very specifically 
about the building,” she said. 

“We want to avoid the problems 
of putting musicians next to writ- 


ers so we have to be fairly specific.” 

Ball says Artshab will divide up the building’s third 
floor, half of which she describes as being suitable for 
residential while the other half is geared towards stu- 
dio space. The group wants artists to visit the site, dis-

ing affordable living and working space for artists 
anywhere in the city.

Who? 

Jackie Chan has been around for sever- 
al decades, but you'd have to be a martial 
arts aficionado to have seen his early films 
(starting in 1964 and running through 66 
acting credits, nine writing credits, five 
producing credits and 14 directing credits) 
when they were shown only in Chinatown 
venues. That was back when the actor’s 
mouth moved at incredible speeds and the 
dubbing produced sentences like “Kill 
him.” Those were the films with 20-minute 
fight sequences, played to audiences filled 
with slavering young men yearning for 
their black belt in ikebana. 

Long fight sequences don’t put bums in 


the seats of mainstream movie houses® 


What audiences want is chemistry. And 
Chan may have found his doppelganger in 
the form of Chris Tucker (Money Talks, 
5th Element), as they pair up in Rush 
Hour, a buddy cop flick that resurrects the 
Beverly Hills Cop idea and goes it one bet- 
ter. 

For once, the movie’s copy line — “The 
fastest hands in the East versus the 

biggest mouth in the West” — is true. 
Chan is unbelievably fast and Tucker 
won't shut the hell up. And (if you can 
ignore the effete snobbishness of this next 
observation) there is a satisfying balance 
which, when you get right down to it, is an 
abysmally rare thing coming out of 
Hollywood (now, pass the gourmet pop- 
corn). 

Walking into the interview room, Chan 
is part Bruce Lee, part Charlie Chaplin — 
smiling, laughing, jumping from the table 
so he can demonstrate everything from 
Chinese opera to staging of fight scenes. 
He uses his hands a lot, which is when you 
notice his palms are muscled along the 
outside, something that only comes from 
years of martial arts. Even at the age of 44, 
this is the very real thing. 

Pairing up these two men in Rush Hour 
made intriguing sense. Chan liked the dif- 
ference between the two, but it took some 
getting used to. When Chan was first intro- 
duced to Tucker, he listened as the black 
actor/comedian rattled off a great, long 
greeting. 

“T had no idea what he was talking 
about,” Chan explained in English which 
is about 70 per cent up to speed. But he 
saw everyone laughing and figured he was

safe with Tucker as a co-star. 

“I practised the script every day for two 
months with a dialogue coach and the first 
day on the set, Chris threw the script 
away. ‘We don’t need that!’ he said.” 

The subsequent adlibbing may, in large 
part, account for two things: not only did 
the two actors mesh on screen but there is 
also a more genuine personality in Chan’s 
character than he has ever demonstrated 
in the past.

Enter gal pal from way 
back Delilah (Whoopi Goldberg), 
a foul-mouthed window dresser 
with a heart. of gold. 

After a jog on the beach, Stella 
is well on her way to reclaiming 
her groove when she meets a 
polite and ever-so-attentive young 
man. Winston Shakespeare, 


Stella’s Jamaican love, is half her 
age and so innocent he seems 10 
years old instead of 20. Played by 
the very attractive Taye Diggs, 
Winston charms the hell out of 
everyone, male and female. That 
included those in the theatre audi- 
ence, mostly female, which stun- 
ned me as they sighed or wailed 
whenever we got a glimpse of 
Diggs’ shirtless or (gasp!) mostly 
nude body. 

Hunky leading man aside — 
yes, I must use the word hunky;

Along the way, Murray is given charge of his drug-addled niece Rita 
(Marisa Tomei) and schemes to put her in a nursing school. Rita would 
rather be with her actor boyfriend. “He was in Man of La Mancha; he 


played all the parts,” Rita brags. 


For Vivian (Natasha Lyonne), Rita’s arrival represents liberation and 
an older role model. They revive a secret language they made up way 
back when, even though they are a good 15 years apart. 

With this, her first feature film, writer/director Tamara Jenkins proves 
herself worthy of her selection for a fellowship at the Sundance 
Institute’s Screenwriting and Filmmaker’s Lab (Sundance head honcho 
Robert Redford is listed as executive producer). However, Jenkins also 
proves herself a better director than writer, providing moviegoers with a 
rather clever title sequence and other entertaining cinema but with a 


story that could use some help. 


Sure, she does do a good job with character motivations and creates 
some truly funny scenes. But the story has little drive and even smaller 
focus. Case in point: the whole point in moving was so Murray could get 
his kids into better schools, yet we don’t see the inside of a single class- 
room. This left a nagging feeling of incompletion. 

Jenkins also includes a scene where Murray fondles his niece. The 
scene is clumsy and puts a rather ugly turn on this comedy. If Jenkins 
wanted to make a serious comment about incest, that’s fine. But perhaps 
this wasn’t the movie in which to do it.
